the Kiwanis club here today. 


"Boats-carrying hundreds of Prus- 


sian reservists have been and-are 
now enroute from the United Stat.es 
to Germany," Powell said. 


Americans in Europe have no- 


tified the Americanism commission, 
Powell asserted, that the 
military 


spirit is on the ascendancy in Ber- 
lin. 


"Former 
German 
officers 
are 


struggling about the streets in much 
the same manner as in the summer 
of 
1914 and 
American observers 


characterize the German capital as 
a city preparing for war," he de- 
clared. 


"Americans lin Berlin have report- 


ed they are accumulating stocks of 
foodstuffs in preparation for a scar- 
city of provisions, expected with the 
outbreak tif war. 


"With Von Hindenbnrg as their 


national loader, I believe that the 
Prussians are preparing for war 
against the French. . This warlike 
spirit docs not exist in west and 
south Germany. In Essen and oc- 
cupied districts of western Germany 
the people do not want war. 
That 


is why Berlin was obliged to send 
Prussian officials into the Ruhr to 
try to stir the 
people 
.until 
the 


French forbade their entry.

Supreme Court of United States 


Puts Stamp of Approval on Law 


Passed by Last Congress 


VICTORY FOR THE FARMERS 


Washington, April 1C—The su- 


preme -court of the United States to- 
day placed its -stamp of approval on 
the '.second act of •congress to regu- 
late the grain exchanges of the conn- 
fry. 


It declared 
constitntional the 


"grain -futures act'' passed by con- 
gress last fall, which 
brings the, 


principal grain exchanges of 
the 


country under governmental control 
and provides that farmer coopera- 
tive -associations shall be -admitted 
to membership on the exchanges. 


About la year ago tihe -court de- 


clared 
unwonstituMonal 
the 
first 


grain future act passed by congress. 


The primary purpose of the two 


laws was to protect the farmers 
and producers of the country against 
alleged losses due to manipulations 
of grain market speculators. 


The new law was attacked by the 


board of trade of Chicago which -as- 
serted it was ;a taxing statute >and 
therefore should Ibe declared.uncon- 
stitutional in 'the same manner that 
the firsft law was nullified. The first 
law was knocked ont mainly on the 
hnsis of n. previous- decision of the 
court holding the tax on child labor 
products unconstitutional.

i'or any partisan 'causa or to repre- 
sent, any trade, profession or sect. 


AYhen supposed leaders of public 


though! attack the integrity of the 
public press, they attack also them- 
selves. If people are persuaded 
to 


lose faith in their sources of infor- 
mation, which ifhey read, 
by 
the 


some token they will become suspi- 
cious of that which is given to them 
by public speakers. 


It is an imhealthfnl condition for 


men, seeking to advance some self- 
ish interest, or even their own cause, 
to attempt 1o tear down faith in flic 
press, whif.h has been the bulwark of 
Ui free people since the time of Ben- 
jamin Franklin and Joseph Pulitzer. 


There have been instances where 


the •confidence of the people has been 
betrayed by the press. But ministers 
of the gospel, statesmen and others 
ihave not always been true 
to the 


highest ideals oi''their calling, in iso- 
lated cases. For this, we do not con- 
demn all ministers; neither do we 
condemn all men who hold

The Sugar Scandal 


The advance of approximately 


three 'Cents a pound in sugar means 
that the American people will pay 
$300,000,000 more for their sugar 
this year than had the price re- 
mained at seven cents. If the price is 
further advanced, then naturally the 
consumers will have to pay the ad- 
ditional bill, unless they should de* 
cide to curtail on th'e quantity used 
on their tables. 


When the People's Legislative Bu- 


reau in Washington issued a state- 
ment concerning the methods by 
which sugar is controlled everybody 
involved stailted to 'run for cover.- 
The Department of Commerce had 
previously issued a bulletin asserting 
that, there would be a surplus of 
sugar, and the press release upon 
this was given as February 12. But 
on the 9th day of .February .'Mr. 
Hoover's statement was put on the 
ticker in Xew York. If a Washington 
correspondent had 'been guilty of 
such a violation of 
confidence he 


would likely have been "spanked", 
and in awordanc-e with the custom 
his name would he dropped from the 
Department lists as entitled to "ad- 
vance information." The Commerce 
Department claims fh&t its figures 
were so juggled in Wall Street that 
it was made to appear t-hiai a short- 
age rather than a surplus of sugar 
was a fact. 


Some enemies of the Administra- 


tion have been trying to make it ap- 
pear that the new tariff is Tesponsi-

This is a subterfuge as the schedule 
has not been -changed enough to ac- 
count, for the recent difference

sugar prices. 


What is more important is the

opinion that sugar prkes have been 
advanced in order to enrich the 
\merican and Cuban sugar gamblers 
and not because of the actual crop, 
or legitimate market conditions. As

to 


:hose who feel that prices 'continue 
:o be juggled. The same conditions 
evidently exist today with reference 
:o the r.onfrroVoif sugar by a handful 
nf men as at the time of the war 
when the saccharine was squeezed 
out of Hie American public in order 
:o enri'ch the sugar trust.

Gentlemen: 


On April 1st,. 1922, the Company had 2306 telephones in service, and 


on April 1st, 1923, there were 2401 telephones in'service, consisting of 352 
business; 1854 residence, and 195f extension telephones, making a net gain 
of 95 telephones for the year. 
While making this gain, we. installed 298 


phones, took out 203 phones and moved 122. 


A comparison of the amount received for rentals and tolls this year with 


that received last year shows a gain of $1,485.20 in rentals and a gain of 
$1,483.29 in the amount collected for tolls, making a total increase of $2,968.49. 


The. operating expenses this year show an increase of $2,438.90 above 


the operating expenses of last year. 


During the year $6,160.66 was added to the value of the system in the 


way of additional central office equipment, telephones and lines. 


The System shows an operating revenue of $10,636.67 to which is added 


the Non-operating revenue, consisting of $240.00 received for office 
rent; 


$962.11 interest on securities owned by the Company, and $1,539.84 received 
from the sale of material, making a total revenue for the year of $13,378.62. 
Adding to t'nis.,,the $4,144.57 cash balance on hand from last year makes a 
total of $17,523.19; which is accounted for as follows: $6,160.66 invested in 
additional switchboard equipment, telephones and lines; $667.00 invested in 
additional securities; $10,000.00 dividends paid to stockholders and the cash 
balance on hand of $695.53. 


In making the above statement that the operating revenue of the Com- 


pany' for the,year was $10,636X7, no deduction had been made for the "amount 
which was charged oft to the Depreciation Reserve Account which is $10,123.27, 
this amount being 6 per cent of the amount jnvestcd in plants and equipments, 
deducting this leaves $513.40 as the true operating.revenue, to which is added 
the Non-operating revenue of $2,741.95, making a total of $3,255.35 the Com- 
pany ha^ received in net' revenue for the year.

Prof. W. E. Jenkins of Indiana 


University, Bloomington, Ind., gave 
a most interesting lecture Saturday 
evening to the open meeting of the 
Shakespeare club, held at the home 
of the Misses Mary and Nora Sleeth, 
in North Harrison street. Mr. Jen- 
kins who, has just returned from a 
fifteen months trip abroad, a year in 
England and three months in France, 
discussed the life of the common 
people of England as 
lie 
studied 


them during the year. 


Mr. Jenkins ftatcd that the Eng- 


lish people are not as sanitary as the 
Americans, although! they use more 
soap. In summing up the situation 
as to cleanliness, the professor said 
that England uses more soap, Amer- 
icans more antiseptics arid France 
more perfume. 


"In England there are no large 


department stores, as in America. 


When the ladies go marketing they 
bave to go to many different little 
shops before they are through. Eac-h 
shop handles ,just a certain kind of 
dry goods or groceries. 
Milk is 


not delivered to the homes in- san- 
itary milk bottles as in the United 
States. But a man with a push cart 
which holds a large can of milk, 
goes from house to house, deliver- 
ing the milk.and dipping it from the 
large receptacle to a smaller one of 
the house wife's. 


"The English race is a more 


quiet and solitary people than lother 
races. They work only four or five 
hours a day' and their week-ends 
begin with Friday, and on that day 
they go to the country t o spend 
Saturday and Sunday. 
They are 


a great walking race, and much of 
the walking is due io the temperature 
at which they keep their homes. So 
many of the homes are too cold to 
stay in, and if they are not working, 
they go walking to keep warm. Their 
kitchens are very inadequate. The 
house wife does not have the many 
conveniences. such as ars found in 
the American kitchens." 


Mr. Jenkins told of the courts of 


justice in his lecture. 
In part, he 


said the courts in England did not 
givelong terms, as compared with 
terms in the United States, but once 
a man was convicted he had to serve 
his term out. There were no sus- 
pensions of sentences as 
in this 


country. 
Women were put on an 


equal bisis with men also, lie stated 


'•Women are not put upon pedes- 


tals in Engand like in the United 
States and when the pedestal falls 
the woman is underneath the pedes- 
tal.

Many Cities Of U. S. 


53 MEN STILL IN PRISON 


Chicago, April 10.—Sunday, April 


29 is to be observed 
by workers 


throughout the United States as gen- 
eral amnesty day, according to the 
r-all of the general defense commit- 
tee of Chicago. According i^ letters 
sent to groups in 500 cities, demon- 
strations of protests will be made 
against the continued imprisonment 
of 53 Ulan who opposed the war. 


The defense committee says: 
"Strangely, despite the great num- 


ber of pleas to President Harding 
for the release of all political pris- 
oners, 53 workingmen, incarcerated 
for war opinions remain in the fed- 
eral penitentiaries. Last July the 
President publicly promised that Ii3 
would review the. cases of all po- 
liticals within 00 days and that he 
would release all found to be serving 
solely for opinions. 
That promise 


has not been kept. 


"The 53 
war-opinion 
prisoners 


have been locked up more than fiye 
years. 
They have paid the price 


to keep tho lines for free speech 
open in the United States. 
They 


have endured 
incredible 
suffering; 


some of (hem are ill in prison; (wo 
are dying in Leavenworth."
